PROVE RESPONSIBILITY. 

The United States Commission on In- 
dustrial Relations has ended its hearings.

It has bees seised first by one 
and then by the other Power ever since. And It 
Is Interesting to note that It occupies to-dsy 
the oaly part of the tine between France aad 
Germany which contains so buffer region. If 
Alsace-Lorraine should be erected between the 
Carman and French as aa Independent state, 
then a buffer territory would extern* unbrokea 
from the North Sea to the Mediterranean, con- 
sisting of Hoi laud. Belgium. Luxembourg. Als- 
ace-Lorraine and Swltserland.
